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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Request for Reconsideration 

The following is a response in regards to the remarks submitted on 12 December 2006 
regarding U.S. Patent Application Serial Number 10/684,102. 

Examiner is not persuaded by arguments. 

Applicant argues that Ullner does note teach that a pipeline accelerator is operable to 
generate data without executing any program instructions. Specifically that the mode 
decoder is not a pipeline accelerator. 

The mode decoder is included with an accelerator chip's program counter, meaning that 
the mode decoder is a part of the pipeline accelerator. 

In addition, Applicant argues that Ullner and Snyder teach a mode decoder and a 
sequencer, respectively and that those two components execute instructions. 

It is also noted that decoding is not the same as executing an instruction; one having 
ordinary skill in the art would recognize that decoding and executing is considered 
different operations in a pipeline. 
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It is noted that claim 16 has been amended such that it raised new issues and further 
search is required. 

New claims 28 and 29 raise new issues and further search is required.
